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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant argument that none of the 
cited paragraphs of Siato disclose Applicants' claimed method step of "suspending execution of said stub interrupt handling routine and 
starting a main interrupt handling routine executing under control of said second operating system" . Saito teaches in (FIG. 5 :152/ 153; 
paragraph 72; interrupt handlers); wherein the interrupt handler 152 is the stub interrupt handling routine executing under control of the first 
operating system; and the interrupt handler 153 is the main stub interrupt handling routine executing under control of the second operating 
system ; and in (FIG. 10; paragraph 104-105) an interrupt handling for the interrupt handling routine and a resume execution process for 
starting the main interrupt handling routine. Therefore these claimed elements of Saito's reference meets the claimed limitation of the claim.
